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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues Downs fails to teach an "external 
system". The Examiner respectfully disagrees and points out that the term "external system" is broad and the applicant has failed to 
discuss particularly why the reference as cited by the Examiner in the office action does not read on an "external system" as it is "external" 
to the other components. Applicant argues Downs does not teach "interrupting current of received power provide by the external system". 
Merriam-Webster dictionary defines "interrupt" as "to break the uniformity or continuity of". Downs teaches sending data in the absence of 
power, thereby "interrupting" the uniformity of power delivery (See Downs, Paragraph 17). This is a communication by an interruption of 
current. Examiner further points out that "adapted to" language only requires the ability to perform such a function. In regard to Laletin, the 
square wave pulses used to communicate information "break the uniformity" of power delivery. Furthermore, applicant's other arguments 
are not persuasive .
